Tho fire swept along to 
Finlon's "Cottage by the Son," on Jack 
sot itrcct. Charles SuclLc's Ccnton 
nial Hoaw was next burned to the 
grouid. Mrs. Miller'* uottagc, on Jack 
soi street, followed. The flame*, now 
raging furiously, reached the old At 
lantio II'.u e, and shct aeroei Jacltnor 
itrcct to (7corgo Hilhrorth's cottage 
which fell a victim, together with 
Capita] Cottage. Tbe Knickerbocker 
Home wax then attacked, and soon 
after Wm. K. King's hot bath establish- 
uion was included in the general dcs 
traction. Oeorge Fryer's cottage, nUnd- 
ing alone on the bluff, below the Ocean 
House, was enveloped by the fUraes 
and burned. Then came tho Avenue 
House.

tbat over visited this oily was discover 
ed this morning about s»ven o'clock, in 
tho attic of the Ocean Honse on Perry 
street, below Washington, and in tbo 
now wing of the Centre noose inter 
voning Between the Ocean House im 
Washington street, the main thorough 
fare of Cap* May. 
The fire was evi 


dontly tho work of an incendiary, as there 
had been no firo in the Ocean House 
since the close of the Reason. 
A police 


officer giro the alano xnd the fire de 
partmcnt of tho city, consisting of a 
truck, one hand engine and a number o 
c he ml oal engine*, responded promptly 
but it wa* soon found that they oouli 
do but Httlo towards subduing tho 
flames. No one bad been in the Ocean 
House for icveral daji. For the pas 
two scanonn ilic house wus run )>y J. It 
Ludlini. who, about fifteen minutes be 
fore the fire, was dincoverod to have lef 
for Philadelphia. 
The old wine of th 


Ocean Honse was not injured when the 
fire shot ftcro*a I'erry street to Waohini; 
ton and attaokf d Congress Hall in wlui 
i* called Whisky Row. Tho wind wm 
then from tbe northwest and blowing 
36 miles an hour. Flames spread to th 
now wing of Congress Hall fronting on 
Perry street, ana about the same tiux 
it communicated to tbe basement pur 
of the Merchants' House, on Jackson 
Direct, Soon after the main wing o 
Congress Hall, on Washington street 
oanght Tho fire then extended to thi 
Centre If cane, on Perry, Washington 
and Jackson 
streets, from 
whonc 


flames communicated to the old wing 
of tho Ocean House, on I'erry street 
and at the sauio time rcnched the Cmi 
tro House cottage, in JncLson street 
Tho fire rapidly swept over tho adjoin 
ing property to. a ton pin alley oa Jack 
sot itiect. The Merchants' Hotel was 
alfeady on fire, but was kept under con 
trol. Bubiwqnently it bunt into (lumen, 
which made their way down to 
tli 


beach. 
It looked as if the whole eir 


wa* doomed. Tho fire swupt along to 
Finlon's "Cottage by the Son," on Jack 
son Itrcct. Charles SuelLc's Ccnton 
ni*l l!oa*e was next burned to the 
grousd. Mri. Miller'* uottsgc, on Jack 
son street, followed. 
The flames, now 


raging furiously, renchud the old At 
lantio II'.u a, and slict aoroei Jacknor 
street to (7corgo Hilhrorth's cottage 
which fell a victim, together with 
Capital Cottage. 
Tho Knickerbocker 


House wan then attacked, and goon 
after Wm. K. King's hot bath establish- 
uion wan included in the general dcs 
traction. George Fryer's cottage, stand- 
ing alone on the bluff, below the Ocean 
House, wo* enveloped by the flames 
and burned. Then came tho Avenue 
House. This was followed by R. A 
Uodolpli's cottage, on Jaokson street. 
It was at its height al out noon, after tho 
Avenue House had caught fire, a steam- 
fire engine from Camocn arrived, and 
in thii direction the fire was checked. 


Tho flames then attacked tho two 


cottages of Alexander MoConnell and 
that of Rudolph, but they were not wri- 
ously damaged. Back of Cahill's cot- 
tage on Decatur street wcro Judge 
Hamburger i cottige and three of W. K. 
King's cottages, whioh were destroyed. 
At thti time, 2 o'clock, alarm came that 
the Colombia House, on Ocean street, 
between Wuhington and tbo beach, 
wa* on fire. The flames spread so 
rapidly over this property, that it w*s 
soon in mini with a number of oul-
